HEALTH. 


Every 'new board of health comee 


into office with loud promises of what 
it proposes to accomplish in the way 
of sanitary reforms, and how strictly 
it will enforce the laws relating to 
nuisances. 
As a usual thing the 


board stops with these promises, and 
that is the last heard of them. The 
new board is thus fsr no exception to 
the rule. It has met, organized, and 
issued a high f 
now it should attend to business. 


direct and enforce any* and all meas- 
ures for effectually cleaning, mitigat- 
ing, amending or disinfecting the 
same, and removing and abating all 
nuisances or evils prejudicial to tbe 
publichealthinsucbmannerflsmay be 
directed, and , for such purposes tbe 
board of health, or any member 
thereof, may accompany. such officer. 
And it shall be the duty of the street 
commissioner, or any supervisor of 
streets, at all times, on the requisi- 
tion of the board of health, promptly 
and effectually to cause the removal 
from any street, alley or other place 
in the city, of any filth or impurities 
prejudicial to the public health." 


It will be seen from the .above ex- 


tracts from Chapter^', of the Revised' 
Ordinances,'that the board (t)f/ healttr 
has all the power that is liecessiiry to 
enable it to place tbe city, in a first 
class sanitary condition. The board1 


snya that the present sanitary condi- 
tion of the city is very bad; but if it 
is not at once changed the board itself, 
and nobody else, is to blame. Every' 
foul alley, noxious privy vault, pool ; 
of stagnant water, load of filth or 
other disease—breed ing nmisance can 
be wiped out if the board of health 
will do its duty. If its members have 
"sand" enough to exercise the power 
vested in them, all will be well. 


We desire also to call attention to 


the following sections of the same 
chapter of the revised ordinances: 


Section 6. The city clerk shall, in addi- 


tion to his other duties, keep in proper 
books to be procured for that purpose, 
record of the name, age, nativity, color, oc- 
cupation, social relation, number and 
street of residence, cause and date of death, 
and duration of last illness, of every per- 
son dying within the corporal* limits of 
said city. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of every un- 


dertaker, or other person, beforerem'eving 
any corpse for burial, to obtain from the 
city clerk a permit BO to do; and before 
obtaining such permit, he shall deposit in 
=tbe. clerk's office, a certificate setting forth, 
fas nearly as can be ascertained, the name, 
;age;

been for years, a dead letter.

high time that they are enforced. It 
is the practice of our undertakers to 
bury dead bodies without any permit 
whatever. At the end of the month 
they gather together a few blanks, 
fill them out and file them in the 
clerk's office. That is they sometimes 
do this, but not always. The careless 
and loose manner in which this is 
done is shown by the fact that a 
prominent city official died on March 
1st, and the burial certificate is not 
yet on file. The importance of en- 
forcing the provisions of these sections 
concerning burial permits is not, we 
think, generally understood.

important.

1. In order to preserve a full 
i 


complete record of the mortality of 
the city, ao that it can be compared 
with that of other cities, i»nd sanitary 
action based upon such statistics. 


2. In order to test the comparative 


prevalence and fatality of various dis- 
eases. 


3. It is important, because such a 


record is valuable, by furnishing in- 
formation concerning the deaths of 
strangers, travelers, etc., which in- 
formation may prove of great interest 
to relatives, friends land heirs. 


4. But itsgrcat value is thatitaffbrds 


a means of detecting serious crimes. 
Deaths from abortion, poison, suicide, 
accident, criminal negligence, etc., 
can frequently be brought to light in 
thia manner, when if no burial per- 
mit is required before interment there 
would be no means of learning the 
dark secrets which are w often cover- 
ed in the grave.

THE Gazette is thrown into a spasm 
bccause of a remark in the S E N T I N E L 
la<?t evening to the eifect that "the 
draining of the praire west of the city 
is a work of so much importance that 
the county might well afibrd to make 
the improvement, and pay for it out 
of the public treasury," The Gazette's 
spasm is entirely unnecessary. 
The 


S E N T I N E L is not advocating such an 
appropriation because it is not needed 
and if it were itcouldnot be obtained. 
Nevertheless we adhere to our first 
proposition and repeat that the coun- 
ly could afford to do this work, even 
if it had to be paid for out of the 
public treasury. 


A FEW WOBDS TO THE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


Every new board of health comes 
into oflSce with loud promises of what 
it proposes to acoomplisli in the way 
of sanitary reforms, and how strictly 
it will enforce the law.« relating to 
nuisances. 
As a usual thing the 
board stops with these promises, nnd 
that is thft l.nst iuiard of them. The 
new board is thus far no exception to 
the rule. It has met, organized, and 
issued a high soundingpronunciarnento; 
now it should attend to business. 
Nearly every physician in the city 
was a candidate for membership in 
the board, and those whom the council 
honored with an election should vin- 
dicate that body's action by prompt 
and 
faithful 
attention 
to their 
duties, or else the citiiens will under- 
take to find three physicians who 
will do so. It will not do for these 
gentlemen to sit back and complain 
that the council does not sustain them 
and that they have not sufficient pow- 
er and authority to carry out their 
wishes, because that is not so. Once 
elected, the board need ask no help 
from the council. The charter and 
the council gives the board ample 
power to take the most prompt and 
efficient measures to prevent the in- 
troduction and spreading of conta- 
gious, malignant and infectious dis- 
eases in the city, "also full power to 
establish, publish and enforce all by- 
laws, rules and regulations necessary 
for requiring the observance of such 
sanitary regulations and restrictions 
as shall be determined upon by them." 


Section 5 of chapter v., of the revis- 
ed oi^inances, provides that "it shall 
be the duty of the marshal and his 
d e p u t y upon writj^n requisition of 
the b6aiid of health,'fd enter into and 
examine the conditio of any • build* 
ing, cellar, inclosure, vault, privy or 
other place, which said lioard may 
consider to be foul, damp or otherwise 
prejQdicial to the public healthy and 


direct and enforce anf and all meas- 
ures for effectually cleanii^, mitigat- 
ing, amending or disinfecting the 
same, and remoying and abating all 
nuisances or evils prejudicial to the 
public health in such manner as may be 
directed, and for snch purposes the 
board of health, or any member 
thereof, may accompany such officer. 
And it shall be the duty of the street 
commissioner, or any supervisor of 
streets, at all times, on the requisi- 
tion of the board of healtli, promptly 
and effectually to cause the removal 
from any street, alley or other place 
in the city, of any filth or impurities 
prejudicial to the public health." 


It will be seen from the above ex- 
tracts from Chapter, v. of the Revised 
Ordinances, that the board of health 
has all the power that is necessary to 
enable it to place the city in a first 
class sanitary condition. The board 
says that the present sanitary condi- 
tion of the city is very bad; but if it 
is not at once changed the board itself, 
and nobody else, is to blame. 
Every 
foul alley, noxious privy vault, pool 
of stagnant water, load of filth or 
other disease—breeding nuisance can 
be wiped out if the board of health 
will do its duty. If its members have 
"sand" enough to exercise the power 
vested in them, all will be well. 


We desire also to call attention to 
the following sections of the same 
chapter of the revised ordinances : 


Section 6. The city clerk shall, in addi- 
tion to his other duties, keep in proper 
books to be procured for that purpose, a 
record of the name, age, nativity, color, oc- 
cupation, social relation, 
number and 
street of residence, cause and date of death, 
and duration of last illness, of every per- 
son dying within the corporate limits of 
said city. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of every un- 
dertaker, or other person, before removing 
any corpse for burial, to obtain from the 
city clerk a permit so to do; and before 
obtaining such permit, he shall deposit in 
the clerk's office, a certificate setting forth, 
as nearly as can be ascertained, the name, 
age, sex, nativity, 
color, occupation, 
whether married or single, number and 
street of late residence in the city, time of 
residence therein, place of previous resi- 
dence, cause and date of death, dur- 
ation of last illness, and the place and date 
of intended interment; which certificate 
shall be signed by the physician at the 
time of death. 
In case no physician 
or 
surgeon 
was 
in 
attendance, 
such 
certificate 
skall 
be signed by 
some relative or attendant. In case a cor- 
oner's inquest shall be held, that fact 
shall be stated, and the coroner shall re- 
port the fact to the board of health. If 
any, physician, relative, or attendant, re- 
fuse,to sign such certificate, the under- 
taker shalt report the same to the health 
officer, who shall investigate the fact« and 
report the same to the clerk. 


Sec. 8. No conductor of any railroad, or 
master of any vessel, or express company, 
or hack driver, or any other peraon, shall 
remove, or cause to be removed from the 
city, any corpse, unless the permit requir- 
ed in the foregoing section be first ob- 
tained. 


Sec. 9. If any physician, undertaker, 
relative, or 
other 
person, 
required 
by 
the provisions of 
thisordinanoe 
to 
give 
information 
necessary to 
the 
keeping 
of 
such 
record, 
shall 
refuse, or wilfully neglect to furnish the 
same, it shall be the duty of the clerk to 
notify the city attorney of such refusal or 
neglect, and it shitll be the duty of said at- 
torney to commence an action immedi- 
ately against such person or persons wil- 
fully neglecting to do so. 


The above sections are, and have 
been for years, a dead letter. 
It is 
high time that they are enforced. It 
is the practice of our undertakers to 
bury dead bodies without any permit 
whatever. 
At the end of the month 
they gather together a few blanks, 
fill them out and file them in the 
clerk's office. That is they sometimes 
do this, but not always. The careless 
and loose manner in which this is 
done is shown by the fact that a 
prominent city official died on March 
lîît, and the burial certificate is not 
yet on file. The importance of en- 
forcing the provisions of these sections 
concerning burial permits is not, we 
think, generally understood. 
It is 
important. 


1. In order to preserve a full and 
complete record of the mortality of 
the city, so that it can be compared 
with that of other cities, i»nd sanitary 
action based upon such statistics. 


2. In order to test the comparative 
prevalence and fatality of various dis- 
eases. 


8. It is important, because snch a 
record is valuable, by furnishing in- 
formation concerning the deaths of 
strangers, travelers, etc., which in- 
formation may prove of great interest 
to relatives, friends and heirs. 


4. But its great value is that it affords 
a means of detecting serious crimes. 
Deaths from abortion, poison, suicide, 
accident, criminal negligence, etc., 
can frequently be brought to light in 
this manner, when if no burial per- 
mit is required before interment there 
would be no means of learning the 
dark secrets which are so often cover- 
ed in the grave. 


This is chapter 1 of our advice to 
the board of health. 
The eyes of the 
press and the public are upon the 
board and its members should act ac- 
cordingly.

I BOUNCE THE BACHELORS. 


A Learned 
Correspondeat

Urseth Upon tke €arae of Cell, 
baey—Impendiner Ruin t* the Re. 
publie—Snfrseo**«»" t« the City 
Conneil. 
To the Editor of the Sentinel : 
"Look on the picture? Deem itnoto'er- 
oharged." 


That the United States is passing 
through a new tranâtion cannot well 
be denied by our laost learned and 
astute statesmen. The causes which 
are bring this change upon ug, I 
apprehend, are not understood by the 
people generally. 
Borne 
attribute 
thi.s"change" to the financial policy of 
the republican partjTj^htle others of 
unbiased judicial judgment affitm, 
that the yolicy pursued by the mono- 
metallists and bi-raetallists has been 
detrimental to the interests of the 
people of the United States. If it be 
admitted that our coiintry is passing 
through a "new transition," the ques- 
tion will be asked, What will be the 
effect of the change?

Our govern- 
ment is fast falling to pieces, and in a 
Hhort time we will je classed among 
the "lost empires orrepublics." There 
is just one cause for this decline of our 
republic, this disintegration of the 
states of our federal union, this dis- 
content among the people. I cannot 
truthfully say that these things have 
been brought about by the policy of 
the democratic or republican parties 
for the past fifteen or sixteen years. 
The cause of all our troubles is the 
fact that so many old bachelors are 
allowed to exist in each community! 
This may seem strange, but let a faitli- 
ful historian answer. 
He says: "We 
have no laws affecting celibacy, the 
bachelor enjoying equally with the 
married man all the rights and priv- 
ileges of citizenship, which is a niani- 
fest injustice, for tae husband and the 
father render to the state servictg 
which the man, disengaged from con- 
jugal ties, cannot afford. ^ * ^ * 
Thus in all ages, and in all states, 
bachelors have been considered ;is the 
natural enemies ol" society." 


History proves wJiat has already 
been observed—that the decadence of 
empires is precisely in relation with 
the increase of single men (o!<i bache- 
lors). 


My dear reader, look around you 
here in Allen county, and see whai we 
are coming to. 


How many bachelors are there in 
Fort Wayne'? They are so numerous 
that no man can find time to count 
them. Go where you will and they 
are to be found. The c(»urt house is 
full of them. 
The halls of legislation, 
both state and national, are full of 
them. 
Our postoiBce is controlled by 
a bachelor. The "republican organ" 
is owned and controlled by bachelors. 
The democrftic SENTINEL is partly 
owned and managed by a robust and 
healthy 
old 
bachelor. 
The 
prosecuting 
attorney 
of 
the 
(îriminal 
court, 
too, 
is 
a 
fossilized old bachelor. Businesshouses 
and banks and railroad oflRces are 
crowded with them. Is this not a 
fearful state of society? 
What will 
be the result if old bachelors are al- 
lowed to increase as they have been 
during the past ten years? Will not 
society be broken up? 
And when so- 
ciety is ruined^ does it not follow, as a 
matter of course, that government 
retrogrades and disintegration follows? 
If it is a historical fact that the dec- 
adence and decline of governments is 
precisely in relation with the increase 
of old bachelors, do not the remains of 
lost empires .set us a fearful example? 
Let us look to the Orient and see what 
has become of her ancient empires 
and cities and note the cause of their 
decline. Palmyra, the scriptural Tad- 
mor, Avith its temple of the sun and 
grand avenue fl.inked with over 1100 
columns, ending with a triumphal 
arch 
"forming a triple gateway;" 
Nineveh, the walled city ot Assyria, 
and Babylon, the city of pleasant 
palaces and once 
famous for its 
hanging gardens" 
and beautiful 
temples, and Persefrolis, the Persian 
metropolis, where once reigned the 
great kings Cyrus, Darius and Xerxes. 
Nor must we overlook the cities of 
Shiraz, Cashmere, Apamea, El Bara, 
and Bagdad, all of these ancient cities 
hoary with antiquity having 
long 
since passed away, and are now known 
only as lost empires or cities. The 
direct cause of the downfall of all 
these peoples was the large number of 
old bachelors who lived in these 
ancient cities and who controlled their 
f 
overnment«. The Roman republic 
ad the same evil to contend with. 
The republic of the United States is 
now contending with the same curse. 
Listen again to the historian: 
"In 
proportion as the Roman republic re- 
laxed its rigid virtues, and relinquish- 
ed 
its 
austere 
manners, the 
number 
of 
bachelors 
constantly 
increased. In vain the senate enacted 
laws to compel them to marry." The 
question of the hour is, not what will 
we do with our girls, but what will 
we do with our old bachelors. History 
affirms that they are of no use to the 
state or society, and hence I assert that 
congress should pass a law compelling 
all bachelors to marry before they at- 
tain the age of thirty-five, and if they 
refuse to do so they shall be disfran- 
chised and forever rendered incapable 
of holding any office of trust or profit. 
This may seem hard and severe, but 
something must be done or our glori- 
ous republic—« pluribus unum—will 
crumble and fall, just as cities and 
empires of the Orient have dene. 


Celibacy is contrary to nature, for 
it is a well known fact, and is attested 
by physiologists, too, that at certain 


times m the Kie o/ m bachelors they 
hsf» to be bled; 
The reasons for 
th» "operation" need not here be 
stated, but the reader» of this can best 
otaw their own conclusions. 
Would 
it not be a gala day among our medi- 
cal men if our city council should 
order all the old bachelors of our city 
to be bled as a sanitary measure? 
Southey says that "A man may be 
cheerful and contented in celibacv 
(old bachelorhood), but I ddnot think 
he can ever be happy. li is an unnat- 
ural state, and the best feelings of his 
nature are never called into action." 


And it seems to me, Mr. Editor, 
when old bachelors surround them- 
selves with dogs, birds and cats, and 
set society at defiance, something 
should be done by the "powers that 
be" to arouse them "out" of a hoary 
celibacy. Go where you will you find 
bachelors. 
Richeiors to tli<> rieht of us, 
Bacholors to tlie leit of us, 
Baciielors ail around us, 
JCothins but bochelor^, )>:icheloni, bach- 
elors.

The Vioiim, A. M. Webb, Breath- 


ed His Last at Ten Last 


Night. 


An Inquest and Autopsy on 


the Remains This 


Morning. 


Arrest of Three Suspicious 


Characters "Who TVere Af- 


terwards Discharged. 


Ex-Coroner A. M. Webb, who was 


shot by the horse thief dh Thursday 
evening at 8 o'clock, died from hia 
wounds at 10.10 last night 
He waa 


in a comatose condition most of the 
day, being under the influence of 
powerful 
narcotics, 
administer- 


ed 
for the purpose of arresting 


inflammation. 'About 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon he raised himself up 
and addressed a few words to his wife 
and children. He then relapsed into 
a stupor which countinued until 10.10 
last evening, whenhequietly breathed 
his last, surrounded by his family, his 
physician and the attendants. He 
died without a struggle. 


THE INQUEST. 


This morning Coroner Gafihey visi- 


ted the scene and held an inquest. By 
the advice of Prosecuting Attorney 
Hench and Dr. Myers au autopsy was 
held by the latter, assisted by his son, 
Dr. H. S. Myers. 
Following is the 


testimony and the report of the au- 
topsy: 


KEOBBN il. WEBB'S TESTIMONY. 


My name is Renben M. Webb; I am a 
son of A. M. T,Vebb, deceased. My Bister 
and myself were in tbe sitting room at S 
o'clock on the evening of the loth of May, 
1878, when my father left the room to go to 
the barn; in about three minutes from the 
time he left I heard the report of a revol- 
ver and heard a call as if some one was in 
distress; I went out to him and found it 
•was my father; he was lying just outside 
the barn door; I asked him what was the 
matter; he said there was a man in the 
barn who shot him; he told me to go In 
the barn and bring the man out; I started 
to go in tbe barn and saw the man stand- 
ing in the barn door, back of the horse; 
as soon as he saw me he raised his arm 
and pointed a revolver at me; as soon as 
Iheard the click of the hammer of the re- 
volver I stepped out of the barn; I tried 
to set the dogs on him, but they would not 
go in; I then picked father up and brought 
him in the house nnd laid him on the 
lounge; I then put on my coat and shoes 
and went up the railroad to KockhlU's ; I 
woke up Hugh Bockhill, got a horse and 
went to town; on my way T woke up Mr. 
Byerlinc and told himfather was shot and 
that I was going to town after Dr. Myers; 
my 
father 
was in the habit of 
ing to the barn every evening about 


_ o'clock to see that everything was 
secure; I have been employed on the rail- 
road for the past six months, but have 
beenattoome for about two weeks, on. ac- 
count of the illness of my mother; my 
father was always very kind to all of his 
children. 


BHODA A. WEBB, SB,'S TESTIMONY. 


My name, is Rhoda A. "Webb; I was in 
bed at the time of the shooting of my late 
husband, A. M.Webb,on the evening of 
the 15th of May, 1879; I was awakened by a 
report of firearms, and heard screams; .my 
daughter called me to come down, that she- 
thought father was shot; when I came 
down stairs 1 found my husband lying on 
the lounge, groaning: he said to me, "Mo- 
ther, I am shot and am going to die: I 
want you to prayjfor me;" I knelt down be- 
side him and prayed for him; he has-al- 
ways been kind to his family, but for some 
time he has had poor health and has not 
been able to attend to his business. My 
husband gave mo a description of the man 
who shot him. 


BHODA A. WEBB, JB.'S, TESTISIOST. 


My name Is Rhoda A. Webb; I am sev- 
enteen years of age; I am a daughter of A. 
M. Webb, deceased; on the evening of the 
lathofMayl was sitting In the dining 
room; about 8 o'clock I heard therenort of 
a pistol; my brother, Henben Webb, was 
in theroom with me: I was about to go up 
stairs when I heard the report; I went out 
of the house as soon as I heard the shot; I 
saw my father lying on the ground near 
the barn; he was calling for fielp; when I 
got to him he said to me that there 
was a man 
in 
the 
barn 
who 
had shot him; I called to my broth- 
er to come out, that 
father was 
in trouble; he came to the barn and car- 
ried father to the house and laid him on 
the lounge; 1 assisted him; my brother 
went after a doctor. 


MARV WEBB'S TESTIMONY. 


My name is Mary E. Webb; 1 am a 
daughter of A.M. Webb, deceased; I was 
upstairs on the evening of tbe 15th of 
5iny when my father wa's shot; I cor- 
roborate my mother's statements. 


THE AUTOPSY. 


The immediate cause of death, acute 
peritonitis. The pistol ball wounded the 
large intestine in the right lumbar region. 
In Its course through the abdominal cav- 
ity it opened the small intestine at two 
points and wounded the sigmoid flexure, 
making its exit through the abdominal 
walls in the left inguinal reeion.

T, the undersigned, coroner of Allen 
county, after having heard the evidence 
and examined the body, do nnd that the 
deceased, A. M. Webb, came to his death 
by reason of a gun shot -vonnd inflicted 
by the hand or hands of si&ie party to me 
unknown, on the 15th day of May, 187!).

THURSDAFS TRAOEBY. 


The Victim, A. M. Webb, Breath- 
ed His Last at Ten Last 
Night. 


An Inquest and Autopsy on 
the Remains This 
Morning. 


Arrest of Three 
Suspicious 
Characters Who Were Af- 
terwards Dischargred. 


Ex-Coroner A. M. Webb, who was 
shot by the horse thief On Thursday 
evening at 8 o'clock, died from his 
wounds at 10.10 last night. 
He was 
in a comatose condition most of the 
day, being under the influence of 
powerful 
narcotics, 
administer- 
ed 
for the purpose of arresting 
inflammation.'About 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon he raised himself up 
and addressed a few words to his wife 
and children. He then relapsed into 
a stupor which countinued until 10.10 
last evening, when he quietly breathed 
his last, surrounded by his family, his 
physician and the attendants. He 
died without a struggle. 


THE INQUEST. 


This morning Coroner GafFney visi- 
ted the scene and held an inquest. By 
the advice of Prosecuting Attorney 
Hench and Dr. Myers an autopsy was 
held by the latter, assisted by his son, 
Dr. H. S. Myers. 
Following is the 
testimony and the report of the au- 
topsy : 


KKL'HKN M. W R R B ' S 
T E S T I M O N Y . 


My name is Reuben M . W e b b ; l a m a 
son of A. M. Webb, deceased. My sister 
nnd myself were in the sitting room at 8 
o'clock on the evening of the 15th of May, 
1879, when iny father left the room to goto 
the barn ; in about three minutes from' the 
time he left J hoard the report of a revol- 
ver .and hoard a call as if some one was in 
distress; I went out to him and found it 
was my father; he was lying just outside 
the barn door; I asked him what was the 
matter; he said there was a man in the 
barn wlio shot him ; he told m e to go in 
the barn and brinstlie man o u t ; I started 
to go in the barn and saw the m a n stand- 
ing In the barn door, back of the horse; 
as soon as he saw me he raised his a r m 
and pointed a revolver at m e ; as soon as 
I heard the cliok of the hammer of the re- 
volver I stepped out of the barn ; I tried 
to set the do-js on him, but they would not 
go in; I then picked father up and brought 
him in the house and laid h i m on the 
lounge; I then put on m y coat and shoes 
and went up tlie railroad to Rockhill's ; I 
woke up Hugh Rockhill, got a horse and 
went to town; on my way I woke up Mr. 
ByerlLne and told him father wivsshot and 
that I was going to town after Dr. Myers; 
my 
father 
was 
in 
the 
habit 
of 
goinii to the baru every evening about 
8 o'clock lo see that everything was 
secure; I have been employed on the rail- 
road for the past six months, but have 
been at h<iine tor aV)out two weeks, on ac- 
count of the illness of my mother; m y 
father was always very kind to all of his 
children. 


R H O D A A . W E R B , SR.'S T E S T I M O N Y . 


My name is Khoda A. Webb; I was in 
bed at the time of the shooting of my late 
husband, A. M. Webb, on the evening of 
the 15th of May, 1879; I was awakened by a 
leport of tireafms, and heard screams; my 
daughter cal led m e t o come down, that she 
thought father was shot; whoTi I came 
down stairs 1 found m y husband lying on 
the lounge, groaning; he said to me, "Mo- 
ther, J a m shot and a m going to die; I 
want j-ou toprayjfor me;" I knelt down be- 
side h i m and prayed for him; he has al- 
ways been kind lo his family, but forsome 
time he has had poor health and has not 
been able to attend to his business. My 
husband gave me a description of the man 
who shot him. 


R H O D A A . W K 1 5 B , J R . ' S . T E S T I M O N Y . 


My n i m e i s Rhoda A. Webb; I a m sev- 
enteen years of age; I a m a daughter of A. 
M. Webb, deceased; on the evening of the

The immediate cause of death, 
acute 
peritonitis. The pistol ball wounded the 
large intestine in the right lumbar region. 
In its course through the abdominal cav- 
ity it opened the small intestine at two 
points and wounded the sigmoid 
flexure, 
making its exit through the abdominal 
walls in the left inguinal reeion.

IIUNTINÍÍ FOR THE MURDERER. 


Sheriff Munson and his deputies as 
well as the police officials have shown 
much vigilance in hunting for the 
guilty })iirty. 


Last night patrolmen Doyle and 
Myers struck a clue near Ossian, where 
„ man answering the description giv- 
en by Mr. Webb had been seen walk- 
ing on the railroad track. They pur- 
sued him closely, but the man took to 
the woods and escaped under cover of 
the darkness. A committee was organ- 
ized and gave pursuit, but at last ac- 
counts he had not been captured. 


Patrolman Frank and (lus. Strodel 
last night traced a man eastward on 
the ridge road who answered the de- 
scription of the murderer pretty well. 
They were about four hours behind 
him, but they tracked him to about 
three miles of Maples, when all trace 
of him was lost. A later report from 
New Haven says the same man was 
seen there this morning. 


Last night Jailer Meyers received a 
telegram from Constable James Wil- 
kinson, dated at Columbia 
City, 
stating that he believed he had the 
murderers under arrest. Meyers im- 
mediately telegraphed to Sheriff Mun- 
son at Huntington who returned to 
Fort Wayne, and proceeded at once 
to Columbia City, accompanied by 
Marshal Diehl. 
Upon seeing the 
prisoners Messrs. Munson and Diehl 
were both satisfied that the men in 
charge—three in number—were the 
parties wanted. The oflBcers returned 
to this city with the prisoners on No. 


4 on the Pittsburgh. The men were 
at once lodged in the county jail, and 
Reuben Webb was sent for to idtntify 
them. He arrived at the jail and at 
once 
declared 
them 
not 
to 
be 
the 
parties 
whom 
he 
had 
seen 
around 
the 
premises 
for the last few days preceeding the 
murder. Upon this statement being 
made Munson released the prisoners. 
The men when arrested exhibited 
great surprise and afiected to be entire 
strangers to each other, but it soon 
appeared that they had been in com- 
pany for some time. 
They had made 
a change of wearing apparel, but the 
clothing of the three men could have 
been combined so as to tally with the 
murdered man's description of his as- 
sailant's dress. 
One of the men Was 
about the size of Mr. Webb and wote 
chin whiskers as he described. One of 
the others wore a light drab coat, 
while the other one had on a black 
stiff hat. 


One of the men had in his posses- 
sion, when arrested, a revolver, calibre 
thirty-two, with one chamber empty, 
having the appearance of being re- 
cently discharged. 


NOTES. 


All eflbrts to find the bullet have 
proved abortive. 


Mr. Webb carried an insurance of 
$10,000 on his life. 


A reward of $500 has been offered 
by the county commissioners for the 
apprehension of the murderers. 


The theory is advanced in some 
quarters that Mr. Webb shot himself 
accidentally or purposely, but there 
is 
nothing in the evidence, the 
autopsy or the circumstances to sus- 
tain it. 


The funeral will take place to-mor- 
row afternoon at 3 o'clock from the 
late residence Under the auspices of 
Harmony Lodge F. A A. M, The in- 
terment will be in Lindcnwood. 


The deceased was fifty-seven years 
old and was born in Saratoga, N. Y. 
He seemed to have a premonition 
that he was to die, for on the last day 
of his life he explained some of his 
business matters to his wife, and di- 
rected her what to do in the case of 
his death. 
On Thursday evening, 
however, he was in good spirits and 
laughed and chatted with his children 
until he went to the barn.
